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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 5-8, 10-14, and 16-20 (renumbered as 1-4, 5-9, and 10-14, respectively) are 
allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 5 and 16 are allowed because no prior art of record has been found (either alone 
or in combination with Barany and Chaney) that suggests or render obvious the limitations of 
"wherein, upon receipt of the call origination message, the switch is arranged to detect the 
session-initiation feature code as an intelligent-network trigger and to responsively send a first 
message to the service control function, providing the service control function with at least the 
target code and an identification of the wireless communication device". 

Claims 6-8, 10-14, and 17-20 are allowed as being dependent upon independent claims 
that have been allowed. See also the sections of claim objections and allowable subject matter in 
the previous office action.
